3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After reviewing applicant's remark of RCE on 9/1 1/09 and references with the 
updated search carefully, the prior art does not teach the contact pin the contact pin has 
a truncated cone shape which has a first flat surface at the front end, wherein the first 
flat surface is orthogonal to the axis of the contact pin, and second conductive layer is 
exposed at the first flat surface in combination with the other claimed features . 
Therefore, the claims 1-4, 6-7, 10-13, 15-16, 19-22, and 24-25 allowed.
